During our period of correspondence in 1952, you several times 
expressed the willingness to supply further similar material for display at the 
Boys Town PhilaMatic Center. The time has now arrived when it would be great- 

ly appreciated if you could furnish something further. Since that time, several 
additional frames have been pubrhased and we are now awaiting another delivery of 
ten double frames, these adding twenty more exhibition sheets. We now have on 
display about l,lltO of these large sheets and this week we are adding quite a bit 
more room in the basement. This space is not used for public exhibits but more 
to keep the notes spread and displayed in such a manner that the engravingsmay be 
readily studied. 


As you know, the ANA will be here soon and we are making every 
effort to get in as many numismatic exhibits as possible. To further this, we 
have had excellent co-operation with Bebee,Ross and others.
